A feu' small coals and 
cinders arc spread over the top of the 
kindling wood to enable tho coal fire lo 
be started. After the top layer begins 
to burn properly, tile fire will spread 
slowly dowmvard, if the air dr:i:'t 
right. This method secures Ihe most 
comfortable combustion because 
i[ic 


gases from the unburned coal at the 
bottom must pass through the burning 
layer at the top, and thus become com- 
pletely burned. 


Jt is admittedly harder to build nnd 


control this kind of a fire, but the sav- 
ing in fuel often justifies the extra 
trouble.—Popular ^lechanics.

HEAVY PENALTIES FOR 


THEFT OF AUTOS 


(Special to The Sun) 


WASHINGTON, D. C-, Nov. 10.—Th<j 


National Motor Vehicle Theft Act pass- 
ed by congress In October and which 
became a law without the signature 
of the president on October 26th is far- 
reaching and Important in Its effect yet 
seems to have been given but little pub- 
licity. The term motor vehicle includes 
aJtomobiles, motor cycles or any other 
self-propeUing vehicle not designed tor 
running on rails, and tho terms inter- 
state or foreign commerce as used In 
the law Include transportation from 
one state or territory to another or 
to and from a foreign country, which 
of course Includes crosslns the bordof 
of Mexico or Canada. 


The law provides that whoever shall 


transport or cause to be transported^ 
in interstate or foreign commerce or 
whoever shall'receive, conceal,'barter 
sell or dispose ot any motor vehicle, 
moving as or which Is a part of or 
which constitutes interstate or for- 
eign commerce, knowing the same to 
havo 'been stolen, shall be punished by 
a fine of not more than J5000, or by 
Imprisonment for not more than five 
years or both. 


The far-rcachlns scope of this act 


la Increased by the further provision 
that "Any. person violating., this ' aol 
may bo punished In any district In'or 
through which such motor vehicle- has 
been transported or removed by «uch 
offender."

Nov. 10.—The Chicago 


Tribune prints under the caption, "The 
Newspaper 
Shortage," an 
editorial 


'dealing with-the newsprint paper sui'- 
ply throughout tlio country. The edi- 
torial follows: 


'The newsprint paper supply is rap- 


Idly approaching a stage which will be 
fatal to. many newspapers. 
Tho pres- 


ent normal demand is perhaps 25 per 
•cent. -greater 'Ihan' the supply, and 
prices arc on a famine basis and going 
higher. At present rates of advertis- 
ing it is Impossible for most newspa- 
pers to make money. 


'If this situation'was the result ot 


manipulation for monopoly. It mlgh: 
•be dealt with by'the usual legal meas- 
ures though prosecution and legisla- 
'lion are disappointing In results. 
In 


fa^t, the present sltuaiion Is tho re- 
sult of short-sighted attempts In the 
.past to restrict Ihe price of paper, 
which'-has kept capita] out of manu- 
facture, so that the Industry is now 
nol able t'o meet the publishers' needs. 


'The chlsis can'be met only by vol- 


'Untary self-denial unless it be al- 
lowed to develop until the weaker 
publishers .go under. Tho Tribune is 
in 'a * fortunate situation because li 
"manufactures its own paper, -but 
it 


.believes .it would be a na'lionnl mis- 
fortune If- newspapers or -other pub- 
lications of -merit were victimized '.by 
trns 'abnormal 
conditions, 
perh.iVs 


even to the extent of being forced1 out 
of existence. 


The 
Tribune- believes, 
Iherefore, 


that' the stronger -publications slioutd 
forego .their advantage 
to 
a 
rea- 


sonable extent, 
and 
enter 
into an 


agreement to curtail the consumption 
of-newsprint paper. 
The agreement 


must be general anil advertisers should 
give public'spirited herp by assenting 
lo restrictions of space. 


^ 
The Tribune would be glad to lead 


the movement for restriction but, has 
gone as far as it feels It is reasonable 
lliat.it should go until a general agree- 
ment is put In force. H stands ready, 
however, to join In a general move- 
ment to bring consumption down to 
the level of supply and thus save a 
iltuatioii which must soon prove disas- 
trous to many publications and a pub- 
lic misfortune."
